We have not yet 
completed our tests on the general 
performance of this finish under vari 
ous runs through drycleaning proce 
dures, Preliminary tests do show, how 
ever, that the original treated tabri 
is quite resistant to oily stains as well 


is to water-borne stains 


Stain resistance 

This type of stain-resistant finish 
clot not constitute an threat to re 
duce the volume of drvcleaning, in ou 


opinion There ive factors more 


portant than stains which motivat 
people to send garments to the dt 
cleaner. Nevertheles the customer 
vants all stains removed and the pre 
ence of a stain-resistant finish is going 
to help the stam-remoy il proble m ver 
much, Oxidized oil stains, for exam 
ple ire sometimes most difheult t 
remove, A finish to prevent oil stains 
from soaking into the cloth would go 
fur to eliminate oxidized oil stains 
Here again, if consumer demand 
warrants it, there is a good prospect 
that a suitable process could be de 
veloped so the drycleaner could pro 
vide an added service and apply the 
finish to garments right in his plant 
Another neweomer in the field of 
chemical finishing compounds for tex 
tiles is a class of compounds called 
CPOXN The se resins have been 
developed tor use on cellulose fibers 
to wrinkleproot the cloth or at least 
make it more resistant to wrinkling 
For quite a few vears various types of 
urea formaldehyde or melamine for 
maldehvde resins have been used 
quite effectively to improve the crease 
recovery properties of tabrics
